The conference 
report on the Silver bill was presented 
In the House, no quorum voting on the firat 
motion offered, the body went into commit- 
tee of the whole on the Senate bil] to 
forfeit certain lands where railroads have 
not been completed at this time.

P. T. BARNUM celebrated his eightieth 
birthday at Bridgeport, Conn.; on the 
5th, giving an eight-course dinner to all 
his employes and their families at the 
Seaside Park. About two hundred and 
fifty persons partook of the spread, and 
freely showered congratulations upon 
the veteran showman. 

On the 6th the Bohemian societies of 
New York City held meetings and de- 
livered orations in memory of John 
Huss, their great countryman, who was 
burned at the ‘stake years*agoon ac- 
count of his effortsin behalf of religious 
freedom. Contributions were liberally 
made toward a fund that is being raised 
for the erection of a monument to Huss 
in that city.

The 
personal estate of residents is assessed 
for 1890 at $217,439,160, an increase over 
1889 of $23,149, 859. 

On the 5th the fourteenth annual 
meeting of the American Association of 
Institutes for the Feeble-Minded opened 
in Fairbault.

TORNADO SWEPT. 


North Dakota Visited by a Terrible Tor- 
nado, Causing Much Destruction and 
Loss of Life in Fargo and Vicinity— 
Morehead, Minn., Also Severely Stricken 
~The Storm Strikes Off Across the Lake 
Superior Region. 


_MInNEAPoLis, Minn., July 8.—A spe- 
cial from Detroit, Minn., to the Trib- 
une, Says a reporter of the Record at 
Detroit, Minn., describes: the tornado 
which struck the city of Fargo, N. D., 
at half-past two o’clock yesterday morn- 
ing as follows: 

‘About midnight a strong wind pre- 
vailed, but no attention was paid to it 
until half-past two o’cleck, when in a 
fow minutes the citizemg realized that 
® terrific tornado _hadjyw down 
upon the city by ns Relies and left 
a birthmark that will be remembered 
in years to come. The storm demol- 
ished the Manitoba and Milwaukee 
freight houses; threw down the electric 
light towers; destroyed the fronts of 
the Davis block, the Opera-house block, 
the Continental block, the Garfield 
block, the Webster block; unroofed 
the Northern Pacific freight depot, also 
the Republican office, and the Chapin 
hardware store. The Court-house tower 
is badly twisted and deposited on the 
sidewalk on Tenth street. The Ply- 
mouth Congregational Church is de- 
stroyed; the Luger Furniture Com- 
pany's warehouse is damaged, and num- 
erous bricks from the Argus brick block 
lie on the ground. The Deering ware- 
house is damaged to some extent, as 
aiso Alfsteaa’s hardware store and 
Vachens’ restaurant, and the rear bat- 
tlement on the Bank of North Dakota 
lies on the ground in ruins. The 
Keeney block and Exchange Hotel suf- 
fered badly. Dozens of smaller build- 
ings and rods of sidewalks are demol- 
ished. 

The saddest of ail is the death of the 
entire family, consisting of the mother 
and seven children, of the late Captain 
McCarthy, which occurred at their resi- 
dence at the cornér of Ninth and Front 
streets. The family had taken refuge 
in the cellar and insome manner were 
caughtin the timbers of the falling 
building and crushed to death. 








The Storm in Minnesota, 

MINNEAPOLIS, July 8—A_ special 
tothe Tribune from Morehead, Minn., 
says: The storm which broke over this 
city at 2:15 a. m. yesterday was never 
equaled in this part of Minnesota. 
Fully $25,000 damage to property was 
done, in this city, besides a number of 
people being injured. So far as re- 
ported there. is no loss of life in this 
city, the most serious damage to prop- 
erty was the blowing down of the 
foundry; also the roundgnouss belong- 
ing to the Great Northern railway. A 
part of the roof and several chimneys 
were blown from the State Normal 
school, also from the High School. 
Considerable damage was done to the 
Grand Pacific, Jay Cooke and Central 
Hotels. 

A large number of buildings in the 
country near here were blown down 
and considerable damage was done to 
grain The grain elevator at Tenney, 
six miles east, is blown down and lies 
across the Northern Pacific track. 





Several Persons Injured. 


St. Paut, Minn., Jaly 8—The fol- 
lowing has been received from Fargo: 
There were several persons injured on 
train No. 1, most of them slightly. 
Colonel Thompson, of Mr. Purdy’s 
party, and a lady of their party were 
quite severely shaken up and the porter 
of their car was quite seriously injured. 

Mr. Purdy is secretary and treasurer 
of the Rock Island railroad. He tele- 
graphed from Minneapolis Tuesday to 
the general manager of the Northern 
Pacific to have his car attached to train 
No. 1 of Sunday from St. Paul. 





Passed Over the Lake Superior District. 

MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., July 8&—The 
Tribune’s special from Ashland, Wis., 
says: A violent wind storm, amount- 
ing in places almost to a cyclone, and 
accompanied by an extraordinary elec- 
trical display, passed over the Lake Su- 
perior district early yesterday morning. 
Outbuildings, trees, fences, etc., were 
demolished at Houghton. At Lake 
Linden lightning struck the residence 
of Jenny Vignaux, destroying the house 
and seriously injuring two members of 
the family. 





A Terrible Tornado.

The Governor of Louistana fases to 
Consent to the Farther Dishonoring of 
His State in Granting a Contianation of 


the Lease of the Commonwealth to the : 


Lottery Gamblers — Some: Fhin ‘ant 

Pointe:t Predictions in Case the Infamy 

is Consammated. i 

BATON Rover, La., July 8.—The Lot- 
tery bill was returned to the House yes- 
terday afternoon by Governor Nicholls 
with his veto, in which he bitterly up- 
braids the Legislature for disgracing 
the State in making her a partner in a 
private gambling enterprise. 

The Governor says: 

The persistent efforts which have been 
made to present Louisiana as a pauper, un- 
able by and through her own legitimate re- 
sources to sustain and carry out the duties 
of her Statehood are utterly without, foun- 
dation. The reports.of. the Treasurer and 
Auditor of the State show this. The re- 
ports of the boards of administration of the 
various charitable and educational and 
other institutions, and those of the various 
committees of this very General Assembly 
sent to examine into the situation and con- 
ditions of these institutions ‘all show that 
the State and the different parts of the State 
were never, since the late war, in better 
condition than they are to-day; .moving 
forward to an era of assured prosperity. 

Suddenly the dark shadow of a deep dis- 
grace is thrown across their path and the 
honor of Louisiana, maintained on the field 
and in the council by the patriotism and 
the valor and the sacrifices of her sons, liv- 
ing or dead, is to be tarnished for ever, her 
position among her sister States to be 
tested, not by what she has becn—exalted 
and proud—but in the dust, as the degener- 
ate partner in a gaming corporation; de- 
signed, organized and to be carried out, not 
for her good or her advancement, but. as I 
have before said, fur the personal and sel- 
fish interests of a handful of men, many of 
them connected with the darkest days of 
the reconstruction period. I repeat, it is 
for them and to them we are seijling out 
our birthright for a mess of pottage. 

Who are the six unnamed men who are 
to join with a seventh and known one, to 
constitute the new lottery company? How 
comes itthat we are not informed as to 
their identity and enabled to know their 
antecedents and fix their records; there is a 
world of meaning in this silence. In tho 
most trifling affairs of life men seek to 
know with whom they deal, How comes it 
that in a matter of this importance the 
General Assembly has been willing up to 
now toclose its eyes and move blindly in 
the dark? 

I call upon it to pause before it takes fin- 
ally that step and plunges this State into 
untold trouble. Is there nothing signi- 
ficant in the vote by which this bill has 
passed? The exact two-thirds in each 
House, and nothing deeply significant in 
twelve votes of the House and four votes in 
the Senate by which that: exact majority 
was reached? Is not the future foreshad- 
owed? To me it most certainly is, 

I say to this General Assembly in all earn- 
estness that should this measure be passed 
we will enter upon a period of strife, such 
as has never been seen before in Louisiana, 
and should this contemplated corporation 
ever be formed we will enterupon an era 
of corruption and degradation, beside which 
the era of reconstruction will appear as one 
of honor and happines3. And let me say to 
you that should this measure be adopted 
and carried out, in my opinion, no good 
willever come of ths inoney which we will 
receive as the price of our honor and our 
liberty. Extravazance, profligacy and cor- 
ruption will assuredly follow the receipt as 
night follows day. 

I feel thoroughly satisfied that the effect 
of the adoption of the measure will be that 
while the six-mill tax would be kept up, 
there will be an immediate falling off in the 
Legislative appropriations for charitable 
and other purposes for which this money 
will have been directed to be applied, and a 
wondrous corresponding increase of the ap- 
plication of the general fund to the pay- 
ment of the interest-bearing debt. 

I believe that every possible outstanding 
claim against the State valid, or invalid, 
now rated as safe of payment by the State 
or otherwise, will be first depreciated and 
whilst so depreciated skillfully bought up, 
tobe by subsequent judicious legislati.n 
recognized and provided for either through 
funding operation or otherwise, and that 
the reduction on one side will be followed 
by loss. In other words,1I believe that at 
the end of twenty-five years we will not 
only find constitutional bonds outstanding 
to the utmost limit of the Funding law, but 
I believe there will be an additional .In- 
crease of the Interest bearing debt, which 
by that time will have become acknowl- 
edged and provided for as to interest, but 
not as to capital; and that in these twenty- 
five years a vast amount of interest will 
have been paid out unnecessarily, improp- 
erly and illegally. 

In whose hands those interest-bearing 
bonds will be found, time willdevelope. At 
the end of twenty-five years there will be 
the same claim of poverty of Louisiana and 
the same claim on its behalf for the contin- 
ued existence of the lottery. So far as a 
claim for the necessity for the present 
moasure is sought to be predicated upon this 
assumed condition of the poverty of Louial- 
ana as its Governor, I pronounce it totally 
without justification or warrant. Some 
other motive for this measure must 
be found than that her people are 
unable honorably to carry out the duties 
of Statehood. Knowing this measure as I 
do as one dishonoring and degrading to 
Louisiana, it has, as it will continue to meet 
my most determined opposition. At no 
time and under no circumstances will I per- 
mit one of my hands to afd in disregarding 
what the other lost in seeking to uphold the 
honor of my native State. Were I to affix 
my signature to the bill, l would indeed be 
ashamed to let my left hand know what my 
right hand had done. I place the honor of 
the State above money, and in expressing 
this sentiment I sincerely voice that of 
thousands of brave and true men, of good 
and devout women of the State.

News by Steamer From Beyond 
the Pacific. 


Russia Seizes an Island Off the 
Coast of Corea. 





Two British Men-ot-War Ready to Pro- 
ceed 1a Sea at a Moment’s Notice—Fifty- 
Nine Persons Drowned at the Launch- 
ing of « Vessel—Cruelties to Chinese 
Soldiers—Famine in Tokio. 


San Francisco, July 11.—The steam- 
ship Gaelic frgm Hong Kong. arrived 
Wednesday. ‘the Japan Mail containsa 
report that Russia had seized an island 
off the coast ot Corea, and that British 
men-of-war Leander and Severn were 
under orders to keep up steam and be 
realy to proceed to sea at a moment’s 
notice, if required. 

Vifty-Nine Drowned. 

By the capsizing of a sailing vessel 
Which was being launched at Usuaka, 
Japan, on: Juve 15, fifty-nine persons 
out of the one haudred which were on 
board of the vessel at the time, were 
drowned. The bodies of fifty-tive Lave 
been recovered. About twenty persons 
Were more or less injured. 

Eléction in Japan. 

On June <8 the first election under 
the new Japanese constitution for the 
house of peers touk place, some forty- 
four members being returned. Twenty- 
two of these are farmers by occupation, 
lifteea are merchants and only one a 
noble.

The Japan Gazette states that the 
United States stexmship Palos . left 
Nagasaki, Jane 9, for Ninzen, Corea, 
and that it. was probable that the United 
States steamship Omaha would go on to 
Corea from Kobe, 

Craelty to Chinese Soldiers, 


Incredible crueliies have been prac- 
ticed on Chinese soldiers in Formosa. 
Tiie men were mainly opium smokers 
recruited from the dregs of the big 
cisies. After the war ended most of the 
sol.liers were given passage back from 
Form.sa, but were not supplied with 
food, and the result was starvation aad 
disease. * Many of the sick were crowi- 
ed into coffins and buried alive. A En- 
ropean Witnessed one case where the 
victim struggled to prevent the coffin 
lid being nailed down, 

Fire at Kirin, 

A great fire at Kirin destroyed one- 
fifth of the city and caused a loss of be- 
tween $2,000,000 and $3,000,000. It 
spread along the river, burning large 
timber rafts, on whigh were hundreds of 
peuple. Ten lives wre Jost. 

Famine in Tokio. 

In Tokio there is great suffering for 
lack of fuod. Thousands are living on 
bran mash and hogs’ food, while others 
live on garbage. In the interior the 
sitiiation is worse, and European mis- 
sivuaries declare that many will perish 
unless aid is furnished. 


COLLISION AT A CROSSING. 


‘our People Killed and Several Injured 
at Sibley, Ark. 

MEMPHIS, Tenn., July 11.—-A serious 
accident occurred Wednesday afternoon 
at Sibley, Ark:, four miles west of Mem- 
phis. The outvoing passenger train of 
the Memphis and Little Rock railroad 
was crashed into by a freight train of 
the Kansas City railroad. One coach 
wa; demolished, a sleeper knocked off 
the track and four negroes were killed, 

A dozen others were injured, some of 
them seriously, that uhey will probably 
die.

UNCLE SAM’S LOSSTERS. 
Milliens Matched at Wvood’s Holl, Mass. 
Tee Many Young Cod. 

WASHINGTON, July 11.—Siuce 1585 the 
fish commission has been engaged at 
Wood's Holl, Mass., in propaysating 
young lobsters by hand. to plant in the 
New England waters which the fisheries 
have depleted. In 1880 the Cape Cod 
lobster fishery, which at one time sup- 
plied the New York market almost 
wholly, employed only three or four 
men. Each year since then fewer and 
fewer lobeters have been caught. 

Meanwhile, however, the fish commis- 
sion has been hatching and letting loose 
along the shore millions of young lob- 
sters. Its work has not as yet had time 
to show, because the lobsters that propa- 
gate by hand have not had time to 
_—_ It takes six or seven years 

or a newly-batched lobster to grow ten 
inches long. But it is expected that the 
hoped for results will soon show them- 
selves, as has has been the case with cod 
artificially hatched. 

So plenty have young cod become, 
owing to the commiasion’s hatcheries, 
that fishermen have been seriously an- 
noyed by them of late, through the nib- 
vliug off of their baits.

THE WISE WOMAN. 

Whe Part That Woman Should Perform in 

ullding the Householdsof Church.and 
tate. i : ©. # » 
A saying of holy writ will provide me. 
with a text. It is this: “A wise woiban 
buildeth her house, but the foolish pull- 
eth itdown with her hands.” It will 
hardly be needful, said Julia Ward 
Ib we, at the annual meeting of the 
New England Suffrage Association, to 
dwell upon the truth of this saying in 
its more familiar application. All of 
us who have lived, and learned by liv- 
ing, have seen houses built by women} 
ipfegd, no house is built up without-# 
oman’s powerful help. It is not al- 
ways that of a wife and mother; that. is 
the best and most complete, but some- 
times another supplies the woman's part 
it the domestic economy, looking out 
for every need, supplying every want. 
Sometimes the very memory and spirit 
of-a woman, herself no longer present 
in the body, helps to rule and order the 
household. She built her house, and it 
remains a tower of strength and com- 
fott to those who followher. Itis pain- 
ful to dwell upon the opposite picture; 
that of the foolish woman who sacrifices 
the household peace to the wild impulses 
or savage slothfulness of a mind unin- 
formed and a heart unreformed. ..The 
lessons drawn from these statements are 
twofold. I should like to consider very 
briefly the social ways of thinking, which 
help the women to be wise or foolish, 
and then to consider the part that wom- 
en should have in building our religious 
household, the church, and our civic 
household, the State; and I would say a 
word of the importance of vistas, of a 
far-reaching outlook into the conse- 
quences of woman’s actions. If the 
foolish woman could see before her, 
even as far as the outcome of things in 
her personal earthly life, she would not 
pursue the line of conduct which pulls 
down her.house, instead of building it 
up. The greatest oF modern philoso- 
phers says- that man can not reach his 
full moral development without the idea 
of immortality; that is, without the 
farthest and widest outlook of which the 
human mind iseapable. This doctrine 
applies in another way to the moral at- 
tainments possible to women. They, 
too, need the wide outlook, the horizon 
of good and of evil carried to its utmost 
limits. Woman can not attain their 
noblest stature without the stimulus be- 
tore them of the noblest duties, of.the 
final. goal of their endeavors. Now 
wifehood and motherhood, sacred as 
they are, do not in themselves of neces- 
sity afford this outlook. Both may be 
very self-limited and limiting relations. 
A woman will naturally love her hus- 
band and child as herself, as, indeed, 
she should. But this merely personal 
relation promises no onward step in the 
way of woman’s progress, no training of 
individuals for intelligent service to the 
State. Another generation of men and 
women, arriving at this point and get- 
ting no farther, become morally fossil- 
ized, and are, to all intents and pur- 
poses, in a state of arrested civilization. 
Now, the human soulcraves to achieve 
more than this; and much of the wild 
sin and. passion of society comes from 
the pentup force of human desire, for 
which no fitor satisfying objectis found. 
Under free institutions, such an object 
is supplied. Every man has not only 
a passive, but also anactive, duty to- 
ward the’State. It is his part not only 
to endure the laws, but aid in enforcing 
them. The cry of society to him is per- 
petually,.Come up higher; and that he 
responds to it any one knows who has 
observed men under the old order and 
under the new; and this is the funda- 
mental necessity which compels human- 
itarians to ignore the evils of popular 
government, its capacity, its corruption. 
We must have it, because the man must 
have his. outlook. He must see before 
him the whole moral - possibility to 
which his nature is entitled. He can 
not rise worthily without aspiration; he 
can not _aspire to what he can not see. 
It would seem almost superfluous to say 
that the woman of to-day needs this as 
much as the man does. ‘‘Let us eat and 
drink, for to-morrow we die,” reads.for 
woman, ‘‘Let us dress and dance, for. to- 
morrow we marry—or grow old unmar- 
ried.” Thank God, the higher education 
sets aside this miserable statute of lim- 
itations.. Its. exhortation. is, “‘Let_ us 
study: and attain, ‘for to-morrow: we 
vote.” Plato’s dream of justice isa di-

Whenever a free and intelligent peo- 
ple asks any question involving human 
rights, or liberty, or development, says 
George William Curtis, it will ask loud- 
er and louder, until it is answered. It 
asks to-day: ‘‘Do women have fair play 
in this country?” A sneer or a smile of 
derision may ripple from one end of the 
land to the other, but that question will 
swell louder and louder, until it is an- 
swered by the ballot in the hands of ev- 
ery citizen, and by the perfect vindica- 
tion of the American fundamental prin- 
ciple, that ‘governments derive their 
just powers from the consent of the gov- 
erned.’’ ‘This reform hides no menace. 
It lies wholly in the sphere of reason. 
It is a demand for justice as the best po- 
litical policy; an appeal for equality of 
rights among citizens as the best secur- 
ity of the common welfare. It is a plea 
for the introduction of all the mental 
and moral forces of society into the work 
of government.
